DETAILED ACTION 

The Previous Office Action is vacated 
The previous office action on restriction requirement mailed on May 16 has been vacated 
because the office action inadvertently did not include claims 23-3 1 in the restricted groups. A 
new restriction requirement comprising claims 23-31 are reissued. The time response to the 
restriction requirement will be restarted from the time after the current office action is mailed. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1-31 are pending. 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claim(s) 1-17, drawn to a composition and method for using the same, wherein the 
composition comprises a polynucleotide (i) encoding an HIV envelope and a polynucleotide (ii) 
encoding a CD4 receptor. 

Group II, claim(s) 18-22, 29-31, drawn to a fixed cell, and a composition comprising the fixed 

cell and method for using such composition for treatment of HIV. 

Group III, claims 23-28, drawn to an antibody and a method for using said antibody. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II-III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the technical feature of group 
I drawn to a composition and method for using such composition has already known in the art as 
evidenced by Celada et al. (J. Exper. Med. 1990, Vol. 172, pp. 1 143-1 150). 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
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The species are as follows: 

1) , The polynucleotide encoding HIV envelope protein and polynucleotide encoding CD4 
receptor are separate vectors. 

2) . The polynucleotide encoding HIV envelope protein and polynucleotide encoding CD4 
receptor are not separate vectors.

Claims 1, 4, 7-31 comprise the species.

5. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the method of using gpl20 and CD4 expressed by 
separate polynucleotide sequences has already been taught by Celada et al. (J. Exper. Med. 1990, 
Vol. 172, pp. 1143-1150, Seepages 1143-1144). 

6. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
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The species are as follows: 

a) . The CD4 receptor is human CD4 

b) . The CD4 receptor is a surrogate CD4 receptor

liniitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP 
§ 809.02(a). 

7. The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following manner: 
Claims 1-6, 11-31 comprise the species. 

The following claim(s) are generic: 1-6 and 11-31. 

8. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the method of using human CD4 receptor has 
already been taught by Celada et al. (J. Exper. Med. 1990, Vol. 172, pp. 1 143-1 150, see pages. 
1143-1144). 

9. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
